Ross Armstrong, Edmonton's only 
entrant in the first Gay (Olympic) 
Games, has returned victorious with 
four silver medals. Ross, a fellow 
Roughneck, was one of two Canadian 
athletes participating in the Game's 
swimming and diving events. He pic- 
ked up the medals in the 50, 100, 
and 200 yard butterfly and the 200 
yard individual medley. Ross also 
placed fourth in the 100 yard med- 
ley. 

The Games, held August 28 to 
September 6 in San Francisco, are an

important event in Gay history. 
Over 1500 athletes from 12 countries 
participated. Four Canadian cities 
were represented: Montreal, Windsor, 
Vancouver, and Edmonton.

OUR LIPS ARE SEALED?

Gay Games, Gay Olympics, whatever 
nomenclature is applicable, they are 
now a part of our history. As dif- 
ficult as it may be to guage the im- 
pact of such an occurance in such a 
relatively short span of time, from 
all indications it is as opening 
ceremonies M.C. Rita Mae Brown 
hailed "By God, a tremendous vic- 
tory". Perhaps the use of the work 
victory is a misnomer as victory 
implies overcoming a conflict or 
confrontation that has occured. But 
then is this not indeed true? 

Petty as it may appear at first 
glance, the dispute over the very 
name of these events has a more sub- 
liminal undercurrent. There are 
those among us who prescribe to the 
theory advocated by the United 
States Olympic Committee (U.S.0.C.) 
that to affix the term Olympics to 
the term Gay implies that Gays have 
not been allowed to participate in 
the international Olympics. This is 
a valid arguement and has been up- 
held by the Courts. This whole 
defense was used by the U.S.O.C. 
was perhaps a ruse, a disguise if 
you will, designed to save face for 
the U.S.0.C. should these Olympics 
have proceeded unchallenged and 
resulted in a disaster. In retro- 


spect, they refused an opportunity 
to be associated with a success. 

Success for the Gay Games come 
in many guises, surprisingly enough, 
in the defiant use of the term 'Gay 
Olympics' by members of the United 
States Congress and representatives 
of the City and County of San Fran- 
cisco in their opening ceremony 
speeches. In addition, 271 press 
passes were issued that day to mem- 
bers of the media. Even at its most 
dismal prospect, at least 271 mem- 
bers of the media would have a more 
realistic view of one facet of gay 
living. There was also success in 
that only one news-gathering organ- 
isation violated the agreement of 
keeping their cameras off; the ABC 
Television Network crew was escorted 
out of the stadium by securtity and 
were asked to surrender their press 
passes. 

Like a pebble dropped into a 
pond, no one can accurately predict 
the resulting ripples. Hopefully 
there will soon come one day, maybe 
at the third or fourth Gay Games, 
that the television networks will 
not have to keep their cameras off 
because there will no longer be a 
reason to do so, and be able to show 
the world our pride in ourselves.

Of major import and concern is 
Enemiactmtaatemd tendsi the: poldcemand 
RCMP that are charged with enforcing 
the law and protecting gay people, 
and I have no illusions about where 
they stand! In actual fact, my 
observations of the law, gay rights 
and the conflict which results, 
centres around the power and control 
exercised by the police who cross 
all three levels of government and 
are able to act much to independant- 
ly at the whim of special interest 


and social pressure groups. Some- 
how, as Judge Hyde of Edmonton 
verified, the police have taken on 
the role of deciding what morality 
is and should be under the guise of 
protecting society. I do not think 
that we as gay citizens are deciding 
morality and directing the police; 
rather we have police controlling 
and manipulating our lives and per- 
haps the legal system also. 

Gay rights and a protective legal 
system do not just happen; they have 
to be worked for. Gay individuals 
and groups in Edmonton and Alberta 
over the past few years have laid 
some of the ground work. A number 
of presentations of job discrimin- 
ation cases have been made to the 
Alberta Human Rights Commission from 
GATE and GIRC in Cargary. The PDC 
(Privacy Defense Committee) has 
assisted found-ins in the Pisces 
trial. The PDC of Calgary has 
printed materials for gays explain- 
ing what their rights are. GATE 
went to the Law Foundation of 
Alberta with a proposal to educate 
Albertans about gays and the law 
(which was rejected). Legal 
seminars and forums have periodical- 
ly been sponsored for gays and the 
Gay Study Group even looked into the 
question of pornography and obscen- 
ity. At the federal level, the PDC 
as well as a number of other indiv- 
iduals did some lobbying for changes 
in the Canadian Criminal Code. 
Additional support has come from 
women's groups and some unions which 
have included sexual orientation in 
their contract agreements. However, 
much more needs to be done in the 
areas of making more gay people 
aware of the issues and encouraging 
more gay initiative. When and who 
will) meet with MLAS) or party off ic— 
{als about gay rights in the 
Alberta Human Rights Act? Who wil] 


organise the Edmonton campaign to 
change the Canadian Criminal Code? 
Are gays willing to work for legal- 
{zing and protecting the hill 
hustlers? And to me, the most 
significant need, {1s anyone brave 
enough to tackle the issue of ‘who 
is controlling the police'? 

Dealing with law and order for 
gays is a tremendously important and 
eritical concern. The beginning for 
most of us is learning about the 
issues involved. It's only the 
beginning but each of us must start 
somewhere. Law and legal rights are 
part of the gay scene and it can be 
both interesting and challenging.

AIDS, acquired immuno-deficiency 
syndrome, has struck close to 600 
people, killing over 200 in the past 
16 months. The incidence is rising 
and also spreading beyond the 
homosexual community. The victims 
all have one thing in common: an 
immune system so severely impaired 
that they are living playgrounds for 
infectious agents. 

Four general, overlapping groups 
have been identified: homosexual 
men (75%), intravenous-drug abusers 
(25%), Haitians (6%) and 
hemophiliacs (.5%). Some of the 
victims were women. The earlier 
lifestyle theory which investigated 
sexual practices and the use of 
poppers does not explain the 
emergence of AIDS in non-homosexual 
populations. Most researchers now 
believe that an infectious agent is 
involved. The means of transmission 
has not been identified but AIDS has 
been successfully traced from sexual 
partner to partner. 

Early medical attention makes it 
easier to control infection with 
antibiotics and to treat Kaposi°s 
with surgery. First signs of the 
disease include low-grade infection, 
swollen glands and general malaise.

WANDERLUST 


If you have been putting off that 
long-awaited trip to Vancouver, it 
might be worth the trouble to check 
out the low season airfares and 
hotel rates for this fall. 

Pacific Western Airlines offers 
the lowest return airfare from 
Edmonton to Vancouver, starting at 
$133. CP Air and Air Canada follow 
close behind with their return air- 
fares starting at $146. Restric- 
tions apply on these airfares with 
advance reservations a minimum of 14 
days before travel with the excep- 
tion of Pacific Western whtch re- 
quires a minimum advance reservation 
seven days prior to travel. 

Most low season airfares start in 
mid-October and run through until 
mid-December. 

The popular night hawk fare is 
still available with Pacific Western 
and Air Canada for $80. one way with 
no advance reservation requirements. 

When you arrive in Vancouver and 
need to get to your hotel or the 


“downtown area, the most economical 


transportation is the Hustle Bus 
which runs from the airport to the 
major hotels in the downtown core. 
The cost of the airport shuttle bus 
is $4.75 one way. Should you take 
a taxi, be prepared to pay in the 
range of $15. 

Accommodation in Vancouver can be 
expensive at the major hotels but 
bargains can be found at the only 
gay hotel in town. The Lotus Inter- 
national Hotel was constructed in 
1913 and offers rates as low as $22. 
a night with breakfast included. 

The rooms are small but cozy with 
queen size beds and private or 
shared baths. The Lotus also 
features the hottest Tea Dance in 
town on a Saturday afternoon. Also 
found in the hotel is a lounge and 
dining room. - Reservations can be 
made through your travel agent or 
directly with the airline you're 
travelling with. If you're looking 
for a quiet location in the West End 
with Stanley Park just down the 
street, then the Sylvia Hotel would 
be of interest to you. Rates start 
at $25. a night for a room that may 
even overlook the ocean. It's a 
good idea to book well in advance as 
this hotel is very popular even in 
thesfadl: 

Dining in Vancouver can also be 
inexpensive. By cruising down 
Robson or Denman Street, you can 
find a wide range of restaurants to 
suit everyone. For an afterhours 
coffee and eye opener, try Benj- 
emin's Cafe on Denman Street. 

Overall, Vancouver can be done at 
a very reasonable price if you take 
the time to shop around. If you're 
planning a long weekend on the coast 
book at least a month in advance.

Lesbian comic Robin Tyler 
remarks, "When a heterosexual shows 
a picture of his family, it°s called 
sharing. When we show a picture of 
our lover it°s called flaunting. 
Isn°t it time we shared?" The Body 
Politic: A Magazine for Gay 
Liberation, or TBP to its friends is 
doing just that -— sharing with this 
anthology of some of the best 
articles since the newspaper first 
went to press in those heady days of 
the early gay liberation movement 
right after the Stonewall Riots of 
1969. 

TBP°s first issue appeared in 
Toronto in November 1971 and sold 
for twenty-five cents. The paper has 
gradually evolved into a 
Toronto-centred newspaper with a 
strong national outreach. It°s 
concerned with discrimination, 
rights, community and the immediate 
and practical aspects of liberation, 
oppression and the gay movement. 
When | first subscribed there was a 
lot more theoretical and abstract 
writing in the paper than there is 
now. Letters to the editor were 
filled with rebuttals and counter 
rebuttals. The editors of this work 
have reflected the paper®s gradual 
change to a more personal and 
concrete style. The book is, 
nevertheless, very political. 


Andrew Hodges in °Towards 1984° —- 
°For millions of readers the 
ultimate dreadfulness of [George 
Orwell°s] 1984 has been brought home 
where love was to be a crime, where 
lovers could not even be seen to 
touch, even to know each other for 
fear of the State; where the 
smallest sign of affection was a 
political gesture. And how many of 
them have considered that all of 
this was so for homosexual lovers in 
the real world of 1949, of 1959, of 
1969, of 19797°

- "Sexual education in this culture, 
when undertaken at all, is presented 
impersonally in abstract diagrams, 
unlike any other teaching of bodily 
functions or domestic habit. Once 
the breast is unavailable for 
nourishment and the lap outgrown, 
sexual pleasure is presented as a 
far off and nearly mystical reward 
for years of asexual (or at least 
secret) behavior. If defecating and 
eating were left to the same secrecy 
and chance we might face the same 
problems with basic sanitation and 
nutrition that we do with sex. When 
the relatively simple task of 
teaching table manners takes so many 
years, why do we assume that sexual 
manners need not be taught at all?'"! 

Over the past ten years TBP has 
flaunted it, so much so, in the eyes 
of Ontario®s Attorney General at 
least, that in May of this year all 
nine members of the editorial 
collective of the paper were charged 
with "publishing obscene material". 
In June of. this year the Pink 
Triangle Press and its officers were 
found °not guilty® for the.second 
time at a retrial on an earlier 
charge of using "'the mails to 
transmit immoral, indecent and 
scurrilous material''. The article in 
questton "Men Loving Boys Loving 
Men'' is reproduced in its entirety 
along with three related articles in 
a section entitled "Advice on 
Consent". The latest event in this 
saga is the recent announcement that 
the Crown intends to appeal the 
acquital a second time. The Body 
Politic is fighting for its right to 
publish against an Attorney General 
who says, as cartoonist Paul Aboud 
quips, "Of course |! intend to follow 
the ruling handed down by the court 
«es but not until the court hands 
down a ruling | intend to follow." 

In FLAUNTING IT, editors Jackson 
and Persky have produced a political 
document containing articles by well 
known TBP contributors such as 
Michael Riordan (whose long-time 
column gave the book its title), 
Jane Rule, Ken Popert, Mariana 
Valverde, Gerald Hannon, 
Edmonton-born Chris Bearchell, and 
Michael Lynch. It°s difficult to 
capture the flavour of a book which 
covers topics as wide ranging as 
coming out, faggot fathers, gay lib 


in the post office, closet teachers, 
and genres which include poetry, 
reviews, cartoons and a Canadian gay 
and lesbian chronology, but | shall 
try by including quotes from some of 
my favorites. 


If there is a single message in 
this anthology it®s that to be gay 
in the Seventies meant coming out, 
fighting for the rights when they 
did not exist, and fighting to keep 
them when they did. The Body Politic 
is doing just that in the courts 
right now. We as individuals must 
continue to share our concerns. 
Otherwise, as Gerald Hannon says in 
"Throat-ramming" (an interesting 
play on words but he°s talking about 
the tendency for straights to see 
our every action as pushing our 
lifestyle down their throats) — 
"legislators will continue to see 
our demands for equal rights as the 
hysteria of a few exotics — °lIf 
there are so many of you, how is it 
that I°ve never met one?° "! 

Playing on a gay slowpitch 
baseball team is undoubtedly seen by 
some straights as flaunting it, but 
its one way of making a statement 
about yourself. |!°ve decided to 
flaunt it by signing my name in 
Cull. 

Buy the book, enjoy it, be 
yourself, flaunt it.

For many gays, the law, public 
morality, gay rights, and the police 
all get mixed up in the same bag 
partly because these areas are not 
clear-cut and because most of us 
have not thought clearly about these 
issues. From a layperson's view- 
point of municipal, provincial and 
federal laws and their relationships 
to gay rights, it might be possible 
to bring up and clarify some of the 
issues that many of us need to bet- 
ter understand. I am not a lawyer 
and will comment on areas that I 
know a little about and some of the 
implications that I see as an 
interested gay person. 

In theory, laws are made to 
protect us and are enforced through 
the legal system. Each one of us is 
to be treated equally and fairly 
before the law, and with mercy when 
appropriate. 

Criminal law is made by the 
federal government and is the same 
across the country. Criminal 
offenses are handled through the 
court system and proven offenses 
carry criminal record (which is a 
form of punishment). Provincial and 
municipal laws are made by the res- 
pective governments involved and 
apply only to those jurisdictions. 

Some points under municipal 
regulations to be aware of include: 


1. Cruising on the hill (or else- 
where) for money. 


Prostitution is a criminal of- 
fense but the regulation of where 
people might or might not solicit, 
the legality of a person approaching 
cars or individuals for a 'conver- 
sation’ can all fall into and be 
fined under our municipal legal 
code. 


NG WITH LAW & ORDER 


2. Cruising in the parks or else- 
where for free. 


Technically, there is nothing 
illegal about this as long as you 
are not "disturbing the peace", 
jaywalking, or the like. Parks are 
closed after 11:00 p.m. and the 
police can ask you to leave. How- 
ever, there is no fine for being in 
a park after 11:00 p.m., you do not 
have to identify yourself to the 
police officer, and as long as you 
agree to leave, there is nothing 
else that the police can do. If you 
are found taking part in sexual 
activities that would be an entirely 
different matter - and there would 
be no protection for you if caught 
by police entrapment, contrary to 
American T.V. 


3. Public washrooms and sex. 


The accusation of committing 
sexual activities in a public 
washroom comes under criminal law. 
However, "loitering" and being a 
“public nuisance" can work just as 
effectively when the City wishes to 
"clean up' a certain area. Entrap- 
ment and spying are the common 
methods of catchingpeople. I have 
read that washroom arrests in Toron- 
to are way up over the past two 
years and I hear via rumour that 
washroom arrests have dramatically 
increased over the past nine months 
in Edmonton. « 


4. Public affection. 


Gay men displaying overt affec- 
tion in a public place could 
probably be construed as creating a 
public nuisance if the City wished 
to pursue the issue. 


At the provincial level, certain- 
ly the most important legal point is 
what legislators have not done; 
there is nothing in the human. rights 
legislation that protects gays. As 
of now, emplyers, businesses, and 
rental agencies can discriminate on 
grounds of sexual orientation and 
could go unprosecuted. Not only are 
the implications of this shocking 
but the failure of the Province to 
seriously deal with protection for 
gays speaks to loudly about the 
attitude towards us that we face 
daily from society at large. 

Finally, let us take a quick look 
at the Canadian Criminal Code - 
where all the action has been of 
late. 


1. Bawdyhouses. 


Like many people, I thought 
bawdyhouses were an institution of 
the 1890's! Well, in the criminal 
code, they are places where prosti- 
tution takes place OR acts of 
indecency (and by definition, gay 
sex is indecent, and grossly 
indecent at that!). There are 
separate charges for owners, 
emplyees, and the clientele (found- 
ins). Exactly how gay bathhouses 
fit into this picture is a little 
unclear. In Toronto, a number of 
bathhouses were not convicted of 
being bawdyhouses and most are in 
operation at this moment with some 
modifications. In Edmonton, they 
are sadly a thing of the past while 
Calgary's bathhouse flourishes and 
Vancouver's seem to have experienced 
no difficulties at all. 


2. Bedrooms, privacy, age and 
numbers. 


POLKING AROUND 


Have you ever had this 
experience? You walk into a 
convenience store to get something and 
you notice the new issue of your 
favorite gay publication is on the 
fFackew 50, you pick it up, leaf 
through it and decide to buy it. Now 
comes the fun part. The people at 
the magazine rack are gawking at you 
in disgust and disbelief, unless 
you°ve waited until the store is 
almost empty before making your 
move. Then the person at the till 
nervously throws it into a plain 
paper brown bag and when they give 
you your change they make sure not 
to touch your hand (for fear your 
being gay will rub off on them). 
Well, now you need not go through 
that again, as of Saturday October 
2nd a new kind of store will open 
its door to the gay community. The 
store is called "Different Strokes"! 
and is located right beside Boots 
and Saddle. 

While speaking with Michel 
Brillant, the owner of "Different 
Strokes", he told me his store will 
not be a sex shop. Yes, it will sell 
poppers and lubricants but no hard 
core pornography. They will carry 
other items such as cards (for all 
occasions), novels, calendars, 
posters and knick knacks. Michel 
hopes that his store will appeal to 
gay women and men, as well as, their 
straight friends. 

The idea behind this store is to 
bring °a piece of San Francisco® 
right here to Edmonton. Michel 
Brillant and his friend, Gilles 
Fontaine, have put many long hours 
into making 'Differnt Strokes" an 
enjoyable and fun place to shop. 
They will be encouraging their 
customers to let them know what 
merchandise they should carry. They 
hope to exhibit and sell local gay 
artists works and if all goes well, 
maybe even music. 

A store of this kind is needed in 
Edmonton but will only last as long 
as the gay community supports it. 

"Different Strokes" is located at 
10244-106 Street beside Boots and 
Saddle and will be open for business 
from 11:00 am to 11:00 pm, Monday 
through Saturday

Gay life seems to centre around 
these dream palaces that seem to 
perpetuate the myth that everyone 
there is your dream man and just 
waiting out there for you. It is a 
myth! When you take a look at these 
"palaces', ther is really not much 
there, just a room, a bar, aatew 
bartenders, and someone playing 
What goes on from there is 
It's how you make 


music. 
in your own mind. 
it happen. They do provide a 


service, though, a gathering place 
for that part of our community who 
enjoy socializing, dancing, and 
meeting their friends, not just a 
place to cruise. 

Because we are a smaller com- 
munity, you get to know many of the 
people who go clubbing; they are 
your friends and neighbours. The 
face across the bar may have been 
the person's across the desk from 
you in your office. It certainly 
isn't that uncommon to be able to 
walk into a club and be at least on 
a nodding acquaintance with ten or 
more people. It can be just like a 
big party, you talking and bitching 
with so many. There may be some 
people you haven't seen for a while, 
but it's good to see them there. 
Maybe it's the only opportunity you 
get to see some of them. The clubs 
act like a magnet, pulling people 
together. Even if they are strang- 
ers, the socializing is left up to 
the individual. You get out of it 
what you put into it! 

Because these clubs are in the 
public eye more than other parts of 
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Gay society, they can reflect the 
degree of tolerance or acceptance 
the straight society has towards us. 
They are usually the first targets 
for those elements who try to 
inflict their bigoted notions or 
morals on the rest of us. There are 
those times when a club manager must 
be a diplomat and juggler in their 
dealings with officials or general 
public on top of being a good 
businessman too. 

The atmosphere in these 'pleasure 
palaces' can be a good barometer of 
how we also think of ourselves. By 
looking around at the general 
mixture of patrons and how they are 
enjoying themselves can indicate our 
own morals and feelings our society 
has for itself. The club system in 
Alberta is somewhat unique. Its 
historical beginnings were dictated 
by its adaptability to the pressures 
and laws of the times, and has been 
evolving into what we have today. 

It is still adapting in many small 
ways to meet the needs and dictates 
of our Gay community, and to function 
within the straight society too! 


What's it all about, Daddy? 

Well dear, it's about needing 
something badly enough that | had to 
search out where to find it and with 
whom. It's about loving someone 
other than your mother while stil] 
loving her. It's a strange, but now 
that | can accept it, wonderful 
realization that | can love a man as 
much as | have loved your mother. 

| left you in our warm, cozy home 
with your mom because of this need. 
Edmonton, Alberta gave me a chance 
to start over again. To find a good 
job while | can begin my search 
within myself where no one knew me. 


It was more difficult than | 
realized to leave our home after so 
many wonderful years helping to make 
it. Not seeing you grow every day, 
stumble and get going again, change 
boyfriends, but most of all having 
you need me, my child turning to 
adult. Your smells from talcum 
powder to perfume, your experiments 
with so many styles of clothing to 
attract your peers, these things | 
miss. 

Yes, | Know you want to hear 
about what happened to me as much as 
| need to hear from you. 

Well, to start here in Edmonton 
seemed OK. | said seemed OK.

Too few ever 
invited me over just for dinner or 
even coffee and cake or maybe a 
drink, just so we could share our 
humanity or our knowledge.

interested in sex than friendship. 
Frankly dear, | think too many of 
the relationships | see in the gay 
community are initiated by a 
desperate kind of sexual drive which 
has little else to support it. Many 
men | have met have already accepted 
the idea that a relationship will 
have a short life expectancy. | 
can't find myself looking at my life 
that way. Sure | need to be loved 
but not at the expense of my self 
respect. Luckily an article recently 
appeared in, of all papers, the 
Edmonton Journal. It was about Gay 
Fathers. It was my first chance to 


possibly meet some people who | knew 
would be like me. We probably would 
have something in common to share. 
Well ol “was 'coprece. 

| didn't have the courage to 
attend the first meeting but | 
called and spoke to a very 
sympathetic guy who led me to those 
who had time to spend with me. | 
couldn't believe it, finally, someone 
who wanted to talk, not just jump 
into bed. Someone who knew my 
confusion. 

Well many meetings have passed 
and the membership has grown and 
changed. We have started to spend 
some social time together as a 
group. Mind you it still took a long 
time in my mind for that to happen, 
but now four months later, there are 
about fifty guys who have joined. 
By the way some are still living 
with their wives but can't let them 
know about their need to be with 
men. It makes it very difficult for 
these guys. They have to lie about 
where they go to a meeting, or they 
have to go out to a telephone booth 
to call one of the other guys to 
talk. 

lts so difficult for some of 
these men to be proud of themselves. 


| try to talk to guys who think 
that way and show them how they 
have lived such a unique life 
having a home and children and how 
they have worked and contributed to 
society. 

But you know this is rather a 
young place, Alberta, and there are 
no lounges or coffee houses where 
gay men and women can comfortably 
meet and talk to each other without 
fear of some sort of reprisal or 
revelation of their need. The people 
here seem to be threatened by gays 
gathering together. Yet just nearby 
in British Columbia (a province next 


to Alberta) there is a city called 
Vancouver. | spoke to a realtor 
there and he said he would openly 
search out the gay community there 
to rent apartments in his housing 
unit because he knows that they 
would take good care of his 
property. Well that's silly, good 
people make good tenants. But it 
does make one realize that nearby 
there is a city which is very 
positively aware of the gay 
community. Sure they have some 
occasional trouble due to prejudice 
against gays, but in Edmonton the 
pressure to supress the need to be 
with a man breeds a sense of 
desperation among many of the men | 
have met. 

Well dear, Bob is calling mé*to 
get ready to go to the movies. He 
said | should send his love and that 
he really enjoyed your visit this 
summer . 

Promise me one thing, that in 
your life you will be proud of your 
actions.

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What is a person? 
(Based on Psalm 8 and Exodus 32) 

The ads cry out for that special 
someone, but we are more than 
physical characteristics and tastes. 
We take time and care in how we 
look, but we are more than we 
appear. We work hard to have certain 
things, but we are more than what we 
possess. We do not spend enough time 
asking ourselves: ‘What kind of 
person do | want to be? When | act 
this way, what sort of person am | 
being? When | take that stand, what 
effect does it have on others? What 
kind of persons do | tend to 
create?' 

When | ask 'What is a person?’ | 
realize that it includes questions 
such as: 'How should | act? What 
shall | feel?' For me to have 
integrity, as a person, the goals 
within me must agree with the goals 
| recognize beyond me. What is 
objectively true must also be 
internally correct. My image of God 
must agree with my image of myself, 
or my image of God determines my 
image of myself as a person. 

That is why Moses was so angry 
with his people, when they set up a 
golden calf and worshipped it. That 
not only blasphemed God by replacing 
God with a thing, it depersonalized 
them for placing themselves below 
something that was beneath them. 
Instead of being persons thrilling 
to the devine spark in them, they 
became worshippers of mere 


matter; they bowed down to ‘less! 
instead of the 'more' that was in 
them. 

What do we do that is like that? 
When we laok at others with labels, 
when we treat another person as an 
object, we not only demean.that 
person we also misunderstand the 
person. Each of us is more than the 
product of motivations, needs, 
drives; there is a ‘transcendent! 
part ih everyone of us —- we take 
needs and drives and shape them into 
a unique personality. My anger at 
the injustice done to me and my 
people may be channeled into energy 
to lead a cause for justice, liberty 
and equality. 

What guides us in our 
relationships? If we have a personal] 
relationsnip with vod we wilt be 
ablie to relate tol others as whole 
persons. If God is a physical law to 
you, then you will relate to others 
on the basis of gravity and 
mathematics. If God is felt to be 
objective truth (natural or social 
sciences) then you'!] relate to 
people as objects to measured and 
judged. Moses had a personal 
relationship with God; he talked, 
argued and lived with God daily. 

The first test of our religion is 
the company we keep and the quality 
of our relationships. The centre of 
Christianity is not a Law, or a 
Truth, of an idea, of a Force; it is 
a person Jesus Christ. And the 
unique feature about that person is 


his relationship with God. Like 
Moses, he identified himself with 
his people. Christ's desire to 
belong to his fellow human beings 
was as strong as his desire to 
belong to God —- they are the same 
thing. 

So what is a person? Someone Vike 
Christ. He was subject to all the 
forces that threaten to dominate us, 
but they did not overcome him. He 
was tempted like we are, but he was 
more than the sum of his 
temptations. He failed, but he was 
not a failure as a caring human. He 
was rejected, but he did not stop 
loving. 

In Christ, we catch the 
excitement of what is to be a whole 
person — someone who knows that 
there is always 'more' to us than we 
or anyone imagines. Christ is a

beckons to us. God is struggling to 
be born in us.
